Five Minutes Old—Like Man Be Often 
Ettlmate* Inaccurately, but tbe Shepherd 
anil tbe Dog An There to Help Him. 
About five minutes after tbe lamb is born 


be is on his feet Tbe unsteady eirth under 
him DOW heaves to the right, gorges up and 
then down, and ft whirls and it twirls with 
him while he stagger? and struggles, and 
twists one leg around the other like a vine 
around a tree; or else he spreads those mem- 
ben all out until they look like the forks 
under* a weather vane. He tumbles down 
for the fiftieth time, and for the fiftieth time 
renews the fight to secure that footing in the 
great world from which only can he reach 
the life giving milk. His mother—particu- 
larly if it is her first—in her crazy anxiety to 
help, knocks him down, stef* on him, and 
does—without leaving out a possible excep- 
tion—everything she should not do, while 
she leaves nearly everything undone that 
might help the little fellow to get the desired 
nourishment. 


"Oh, the poor, dear little thing; isn't it too 


bad," says the sympathetic stranger. "Tbe 
confounded pair of idiots I" frets tho im- 
patient shepherd, who does not core to drive 
them until the lamb finds milk and "gets 
filled up." 


CHANGES BIS MIKD OFTEN. 


In half an hour his milk can is full; his 


Sides bulge out with a surfeit ot the pure 
article warranted to stand tbe most rigid 
test for admixture of water. And as the 
shepherd slowly urges the old ewe toward 
home, the lamb goes reeling and rolling 
along like au old tar just ashore from a 
year's voyage.

Hence, 
while very young it is a bad plan to have too 
many together, for the ewe may be confused 
by so many lambs, or become partially indif- 
ferent, and the lamb perish for want of care. 
fiTien a few weeks old, however, they know 
each other by the sound of the vofce. In a 
band of 2,000 or 3,000 ewes, a ewe may call 
her lamb, and the lamb will answer from the 
other side of the flock. They will go a* 
straight to each other, right through tbe 
whole band, as they would if they were the 
only two animals for a mile •round—lion- 
tana Wool Grower.

SOMETHING NEW. 


A Crystal Tower Tall'to b« Built In St. 


Paul. 


ST. PAUL, NOT. 14.—Instead of erecting 


the usual ice palaee tbe St. Paul Carnival 
aisocittion has decided to build an ice 
tower 150 feet in diameter, 250 feet bigb, 
tapering from bue to pinnacle. Forty 
feet from ttte ground,'on the outside of tbe 
tower, in to be a gallery, the starting point 
of the toboggan slide, which proceeds 
spirally about tbe tower to the base, where 
the toboggans,' having a tremeadous im- 
petus, may shoot over the surface ol the 
ice on the river three or fonr thousand 
feet. The portion of the toboggan slide 
around tbe tower is protected on the out- 
side by a high ice balustrade which will 
keep tbe toboggans from jumping -the 
track. There is a stairway inside the 
tower, and an elevator ran by electricity 
which will carry the toboggans as they are 
brought into tbe starting gallery above. 
There will be also a gallery for fireworks 
100 feet above the ground. Tbe walls will 
be solid and thick. The architectural ef- 
fect will be pleasing, and tbe structure will 
be an absolute novelty, for nothing of tbe 
kind has ever been built in any country on 
the globe.
